FACT was founded in 1985 by a group of concerned citizens living and 
working in the Lehigh Valley in response to the AIDS crisis. Since then, FACT 
has raised over one million dollars, all through grassroots-style events and 
benefits sponsored by local merchants, which occur throughout the y6ar. 

Several years agp, a similarly concerned group of people started our first chapter 
in Bucks County. FACT-Bucks County serves residents of area and 
underwrites the Bob Burton Education Fund. 

Throughout its history; FACT has been staffed entirely by unpaid 
volunteers. The resulting savings in administration costs are therefore passed 
direcdy into our community.

Annual Summer Games. A lot of us thought we would only be doing this for 
a year or two, unfortunately this is not the case. Over the years we have held
